Most of Them Fail to Settle Their 


(Bills and Cause Trouble. 


"Tradespeople, in general, consider 


women as 'poor pay,' writes Edward 
Bok in the Ladies' Home Journal 
for June.

silent? Why does the plow stand idle 
In the furrow nad why are the fires 
in the forges gone out??1 


Doubtless some wi'l say: "It is a 


day in which to re-kindle the war-like 
spirit and make the men thirst for 
blood. 
it is a day in which we ex- 


alt the heroes of war so that our 
young men thirst for military pur- 
suits- rather than literary and indus- 
trial." 


But such an idea is withoxit foun- 


dation; .begotten it Is of ignorance. 
America has never been a war-like 
nation. 
Ever has she cultivated the 


arts of peace. 
Always has he ob- 


tained peace at any cost save at the 
sacrifice of principle. 
Ever has she 


emulated .the sentiments of the great 
Father of Our Country who 
was 


"first in peace" as well as in war and 
In the hearts of his 
countryme 


Never has she maintained a large 
standing army. 
When the revolu- 


tionary war -broke out her armies 
•were mustered from the work-shops 
and the farm. 
It was at Lexington 


that "the farmer fired the shot that 
•was heard round the wor!d." 


When the storm cloud of the rebel- 


lion broke upon us the president did 
not appeal to our standing army but 
to the ranks of citizens who went up 
from the work-shop, the store, the 
counting-house and the farm. 
So it 


•was when-the war with Spain came, 
uppn us. 


Lincoln sustained the Washington-
